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Gov. Graves Inaugurates 
First Rural Electrification 


Project At 


With Governor Bibb Graves 
shouting ‘“ve're on our way—the 
first in the nation,” the first pole 
for & power line in Coffee County's 
rural electrifiaation prograin was 
Slid into place Monday afternoon 
in the Western edge of the City. 

The Governor, accompanied by 
Mrs. Graves, Thad Holt, Alabuma 
Works Progress Administrator, 
Gordon Persons, chairman of the 
Alabama Rural Electrification Au- 
thority, officials of the Alabama 
Rural Rehabilitation Camp located 
at Elba, county and city otficials, 
and about 200 townspeople attend- 
ed the ceremonies connected with 
the beginning of the 12.5 mile line 
which will serve 45 or more tarm 
fumilies, 

‘It's the first in the nation,” 
declared the Governor a few mo- 
ments after the pole had been 
placed, as he prepared to bite into 
a luscious, ice-cold watermelon at 
the ice plant, just across the high- 
way from the scene. “We were 
also the first State in the Nation 
to have our highway projects ap- 
proved under the $4,000,000,000 
work relief program, and we were 
the first to get a WPA wheck 
and why shouldn't we be?" 

The project, which will cost 
$10,200.00, is being financed by 
Federal rural rehabilitation funds 
and will serve several of the new 
rural rehabilitation homes as it 
traverses the Opp Highway to 
Curtis. The rights-of-way for the 
line were donated by Governor 
Graves through the State High- 
way Department 

Under the direction of Mr, J, E. 
VanHoose, formerly connected 
with the Alabama Utilities Com- 
pany, young married men selected 
from a score of Alabama counties 
and now in the training camp here 
for six months of scientific a 
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ing and home management, are 
constructing the line. They cut 
the first pole and creosoted it 
themselves. In digging the hole 
they found a willing helper in 
Governor Graves, who doffed his 
coat and hat and helped in remoy- 
ing the dirt from the hole, During 
all the exercises newspaper cam- 
eramen were taking pictures and 
a newsreel cameraman filmed the 
show. These pictures will no 
doubt be shown throughout the 
Nation. 

From these same young men, 
who are assisting in the construc- 
tion of the line, the Federal Re- 
settlement Corporation will select 
the men to whom it will sell Cof- 
fee County homesteads this Win- 
ter, after they have completed 
their training courses under super- 
vision of experts in agriculture, 
sanitation and forestry. 

The REA _ will supervise the 
project in the county and will 
promote and encourage the sale 
of household appliances to the 
farm families in order that they 
may enjoy the full benefit of the 
program, according to Chairman 
Persons. The lighting and power 
energy will be purchased from the 
Alabama Water Service Company, 
which furnishes this and several 
other Southeast Alabama cities 
and communities. 

The ‘Coffee County project is 
the first in a scheduled program 
covering more than 500 miles in 
the State of Alabama.

PROJEOT TO ERADICATE T, B, 
CATTLE STARTED IN COUNTY 


A Cooperative project between 
the U. 8. Bureau of Animal Indus- 
try and the County Board of Reve- 
nue to eradicate tuberculosis of cat- 
tle was started in this county Mon- 
day, July 29, This project will be 
under the direct supervision of Dr, 
Hamner of the Bureau of Animal 
Industry. 

Local helpers have been selected 
to locate treating points so that 
no farmer, who has cattle, will 
have to drive them more than one 
and one-half miles. These helpers 
will devote one week to this phase 
of the work, During the second 
week these helpers will instruct 
farmers at the treating points how 
to construct chutes so that the 
cattle may be treated with the 
least possible trouble.

not large enough for rats or mice 
to get in. The small seeds do not 
require treating when stored but 
it is best to treat your corn, peas} 
and the like before you put it in 
the barrel or immediately thereaf- | 
ter.
